- unſucceſsful. I muſt perform this part, as one, whoſe 


| Soul never entered into their ſecret, who never knew 


any more-of their Myſteries of Iniquity, and Depths of 
Satan, than what -are obvious to the World, and 
. therefore ſhall onely infiſt upon the ſix following 
Methods, which the Enemies of the Church have 
frequently taken. | | 

1.: The firſt is, Labouring to engage Heaven againſt 
the Church. This (as1 have already ſhewn) Balaam

It may be, that by the building of Religious Houſes 
(falk:ly ſo.called ), the adorning of ſplendid Atars, 
the making of rich Oblations, the maintaining of aer- 
cerary *Pricſts, a tedious handling of * Beads, or uſing 
the names of this and. that Sazzt, and particularly of 
the Bleffed Virgin, they have expedcd to bring over 
God to their own (ide,that they might ſce their defires 
upon. his people.

| who.could give them the power of /?z»ging and tor- 
menting others., What hath been more viſibly pnr- 
fied and aim'd at in the World, than to bring the hon- 
| ar'and. ſtrength. of the- Nations mto-*Babylor, and to 
' PlacethoſeMen-as Horezs upon the *Berft, who thould' 
| lethe Eur — of the Church ? And' 
* &rtainly'no way of accompliſhing their grand Deſign: 
tathifeem'd- more! probable chi this; | £n even this 
| lathnotproſper'd; Some have efcap'd their flirong 
EY T4 ; deluſions: 
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deluſions, whoſe authority and influence would have 
tended to promote them : Theſe Vipers have been 
ſhaken off from thoſe hands, where they hop'd to 
faften; and the*Pillars upon which ſome Kingdomes 
ſtand, do ſtill fpport the Cauſe of. the Reformation, 
though great endeavours have been uſed to pluck them 
away from it. God hath not ſuffer'd the Emiſſaries of

4. A fourth Method hath been, the Sizrrivg up of

ies of God than this, to ſet his Friends at variance a- 
mong themſelves 2? to make [ſraelites the troublers of 
Tjracl, and to put them upon ſwiting- with the tongue 
and fiſt of wickedneſs, who joyn in the ſame profeſſion 
of Faith and Holineſs 2 This hath been carried on 
ſometimes very violently, and very far, to the wear- 
ing out the ſaints of the moſt High, and waking bavock 
of the Church, while the ſecret: Agents and Contrivers 
have laught at the calamity of the one' party, and 
triumph't in the fo/y of the other. But Providence 
hath revealed this iniquity too, and by that means there 
hath been a diſappointment of the expected ſucceſs; 
men have ſeen (with ſhame) whoſe Inſtruments they 
were, and whoſe ends they have ſerv d. Popiſþ ma- 
lice hath ſuggeſted a great deal of Reviling, and en- 
flamed a great many proceedings, which (we hope) 
now will want Tools to vent it ſelf by 3 for when fuch 
Men have been fo plainly difcover'd to kindle our fires, 
no good man can be again for blowing of them up. ;
